Committce of Enquiry.

Prison Regulations, 


As may be generally known 
under the Regulations relnting to 
Prisons, two visiting Justices of 
the Peace. (one official nnd one 
nonofficial), are allowed, in com. 
pany if possible, to visit the prit 
sons at feast once 0 fortnight, 
and on other days when their 
presence may be required. 

They inspect the prison and 
prisoners, hear any report on any 
abuses within the prison, enter- 
ing in the Visiting Justices’ Book 
any statement in respect of such 
complaints, with suggestions or 
remarks for notice of the Gov- 
ernor ws to the state and dis- 
eipline of the prison. : 

These ‘visiting Justices also in- 
spect the diet of the prisoners. 


J.P.'4 Statement. 


In accordance with these Re- 
_wutations, Justices of the Peace 
have been regularly visiting Vie- 
torin Gaol, and one of them, in an 

. interviow with a Telegraph — re- 
presentative gave an account, of 
hts experiences when he visited 
the prison. ae 

“Two months ago,” he said, “T 
was in the Gaol as un Unofficial 
_Justice of the Pence inspecting 
conditions there, when about 2 
hundred prisoners, who. had re- 
tucsted to 
accordingly permitted to do so, 
tame up. one at a time; and all 
of. them complained against the 
monotony of the dict upon which 
they were being -fed, declaring 


that ‘they had been having the}

JURY'S STRONG RIDER 
AT INQUEST. 


Sitting with a jury at Kowloon 
yoatorddy afternoon, Mr. Butters 
held an inquiry inte the death of 
a coolic, Chan Sum, who died-in 
hoapital following Injuries sus- 
tained as a result of the collapse 
of the counterweight being erect- 
ed in tho construction work nt the 
bye-wash reservoir ut Kowloon, 
off the Talpo Road, on November 
24, 


At the conelusion of the — evi- 
dence the jury returned a yerdict 
of death due to misadventure and 
added the 1ollowing rider: “This 
jury vonsiders that there was 2 
lack of suporvision in the testing 
of the equipment used and in fail 
ing to examine carcfully the new 
pin which ‘appenrs to have been 
made from welded steel, ‘This 
jury also considers that the black- 
emith who made the pin shoul: ‘be 
severely censured.” 


Technical Evidence. 


Mr. W. Woodward, Asajstant 
Engincer in charge of the Water 
Works Construction, P.W.D,, said 
that he was informed of the ac- 
cluent on the afternoon of Novem- 
ber 24, and visited the spot, From 
his personal inspection he fourd 
out that the fron pin aupporting 
the concrete had broken, That 
particular pin was 4 new one, 1ns- 
talled only thd day previous, ‘Tne 
Hongkong Lxcavation, ‘Pile-driv- 
ing and Construction Company 
were the contractors, They were 
in charge of the equipment and 
the business of erecting the equlp- 
ment was entirely thera, ‘Mae 
pin was of the same dimension as 
the ong used previously, No un. 
usual oor excessive Weight) had 
been patoon it, The PAW, did 
not take any responsibility for 
the erceting of the equipment. 
The pin should have been able to 
support approximately 34 tons, 
There waa only a weight ef Live 
tons at the time. There was 4 
flaw jn the pin but it could not 
have been noticed by the naked 
cye, He could not say whether 
the pin had been tested or not, nor 
could he say whether there was a 
welded joint at the point of break- 
age. 

Mr, J. H. Corvar, Mechanical Bn 
gineer, Hongkong Excavation, 
Pile-driving and Construction 
Company, in charge of the erec- 
tion of the equipment, said that 
he had left the scene ten minutes 
prior to the accident. He waa in- 
formed about the accident in the 
afternoon and visited the scene 
the following morning. He found 
out that the ‘Hangar Bolt’ (pin) 
had broken. It had been fitted in 
only the day previous. It had 
been made by a ,blacksmith at 
Aberdeen. The accident was duc 
to a flaw inthe pin, The pin had 
not been subjected to tests before 
it wns fitted in, Generally one of 
the mechnical foremen, a Chincsc, 
superintended the manufacture of 
the pin, After examining the 
broken pin, the witness suid that 
it looked very much as if there 
was no welded joint at the paint of 
breakage.
